MOST of the countries of 
South America have had, 
of one time or another, disputes 
concerning their boundaries; 
soma have boon settled by 
friendly arbitration, some by 
border wars, while some aro still 
continuing after many decades. 
Tho boundary between Bolivia 
and Paraguay, unlike those of 
other countries which follow tho

This boundary was 
established in 1894 by arbitra- 
tion but was never ratified by 
tho two countries. Tho disputed 
border lino began at a point on 
tho Paraguay River, th ree miles 
north of Fort Olimpo one) ran 
along a straight lino in a south 
westerly direction until it reach* 
ed the Pileomavo River end tho 
Argentine border. The territory 
in dispute was part of the Gren 
Chaco, which consisted of mar-' 
shy lands, dense jungle forests 
end grassy plains, much of which 
had been unexplored. As both 
countries claimed this territory, 
which has no natural boundary, 
many border disputes and armed 
clashes have taken place.

Diplomatic negotiations were 
made by Argentine, Brazil, Chile. 
Peru, Uruguay and the United 
States and they meditated the 
controversy. The conflict was 
ended end the border re-adjust- 
ed. In addition, the map stamps 
of both countries were with- 
drawn and in 1938, peace was 
once again restored.
